Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to Applicant's argument on page 9 t the 
messages exchanged between the processing elements in Sheu's col. 4 lines 5-12 is not the same as a "protocol exchanges between the 
central unit and the interface device", as recited in amended claim 1 . In reply, the protocol exchanges recited the claim has no structure 
or function that distinguishes it from the messages exchanged in Sheu. Thus, the messages exchanged in Sheu read on the protocol 
exxhanged recited the claim. Regarding to Applicant's argument on pages 10-11, Sheu and Jolissaint together fails to provided a 
motivation for combining. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art.
